L INTRODUCTION 


Town officials in South Hampton, like their counterparts in other communities in New 
Hampshire, expend a great deal of effort each year establishing a municipal budget. 
This budget must realistically balance the needs and costs of delivering services to their 
constituents while at the same time staying within the financial constraints of available 
tax revenues. Acknowledging the uncertainty of the annual budgetary process, the Gen- 
eral Court authorized the use of a Capital Improvements Program (CIP) to aid town offi- 
cials in scheduling the investment of Town resources. 


New Hampshire RSA 674:5-7 provides legal guidance as to authorization, purpose, de- 
scription and preparation of the CIP. 


674:5 Authorization - In a municipality where the planning board has adopted a master 
plan, the local legislative body may authorize the planning board to prepare and amend a recommend- 
ed program of municipal capital improvement projects projected over a period of at least 6 years. As an 
alternative, the legislative body may authorize the governing body of a municipality to appoint a capital 
improvement program committee, which shall include at least one member of the planning board and 
may include but not be limited to other members of the planning board, the budget committee, or the 
town or city governing body, to prepare and amend a recommended program of municipal capital im- 
provement projects projected over a period of at least 6 years. The capital improvements program may 
encompass major projects being currently undertaken or future projects to be undertaken with federal, 
state, county and other public funds. The sole purpose and effect of the capital improvements program 
shall be to aid the mayor of selectmen and the budget committee in their consideration of the annual 
budget. 


Once the local legislative body has authorized a Capital Improvement Plan, it and future 
updates are advisory documents. The CIP should look at least six years ahead in its rec- 
ommended program of major capital projects and expenditures. 


II. SOUTH HAMPTON CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM 


South Hampton’s Capital Improvements Program proposes a schedule for all anticipat- 
ed major Town expenditures for a period of six years (seven for the Highway Dept.). 
Each expenditure scheduled includes a narrative description to help classify projects ac- 
cording to urgency and benefits of implementation. This program, when adopted and 
fully utilized, ensures that the services and facilities necessary for the community’s 
needs are provided according to South Hampton’s financial capabilities. 
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In this document, the Planning Board defined a capital improvement as: a major, gen- 
erally non-recurring, expense of $5,000 or more falling into one of these categories: 


° Purchase of land for public purposes 


. Purchase, construction, or rehabilitation of a municipal building or facility 

, Construction of roads, drainage facilities, bridges or similar projects 

“ Preparation of studies or architectural/engineering plans relative to the above 
: Purchase of vehicles 

. Purchase of equipment with a life expectancy of over five years 


Advantages of a Capital Improvement Program 


The adoption and implementation of a CIP offers many advantages: 


ik: Stabilizes year to year variation in capital outlays. By examining pro- 
jected operating expenditures and revenues over the six-year period, available funding 
can be evaluated and capital projects prioritized and scheduled to temper tax impacts. 


ot Make pre-emptive acquisitions more feasible and defensible. Antici- 
pating and scheduling land purchases for municipal use, recreation, preservation, etc 
. will help ensure that opportunities are taken if they arise. 


a: Supports growth control and impact fee ordinances. A current Master 
Plan and CIP are statutory prerequisites for these regulations. 


4. Facilitates implementation of the Master Plan. Prioritizing and schedul- 
ing of proposed projects over time can eliminate duplication and a random approach 
to expenditures. 


5. Provides a total picture of South Hampton’s major needs. Large ex- 
penditures will be viewed in the context of other projects, rather than in isolation as 
the needs arise. In this way, activities of municipal departments can be coordinated 
and piecemeal expenditures discouraged. 


6. Establishes a rational and defensible project schedule. Needs are eval- 
uated and prioritized in light of anticipated revenues. 


7. Serves as a public information tool. the CIP is prepared in a public forum 
and provides sound information on the Town’s plans for major expenditures. 
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II. PROJECT NARRATIONS 


Each of South Hampton’s departments was asked about their anticipated capital ex- 
penditure for the next six years. They were asked to provide a narrative description of 
the capital improvement, estimated cost and an internal department ranking or priority 
statement if more than one project was submitted. Their responses are summarized be- 
low as supporting documentation for the summary table of projects. 


Town Buildings and Grounds 
presented by Pam Noon, Board of Selectmen 


The Town Office Building needs attention. Water problems in the basement and around 
the foundation are damaging the structure and systems. Drainage around and under 
the building and the crawl space is in need of attention in order to protect and preserve 
a new boiler and the building. The projected cost, including engineering/architecture 
fees and construction is $35,000. The Town is prepared to use $10,000 from a Capital 
Reserve fund in order to reduce the tax impact to $25,000. 


The Town Office's heating system needs replacement to reduce maintenance and fuel 
costs. The current heating equipment is old, corroded and not sized for its current use. 
Its maintenance costs are extremely high. Engineering fees, construction costs and on- 
going maintenance brings the total amount of this project to $32,000. 


The Town of South Hampton is overdue for a financial audit. This audit is required by 
banks in order for the the Town to be able to borrow money. The current cost of a pro- 
fessional audit is $21,000. 


The boiler in the Town Hall must be replaced. The current boiler is over 20 years old 
and extremely inefficient. The cost of this project is $9,000. 


Painting of the interior of the Town Hall and the offices is long overdue. This is neces- 
sary for two reasons - the Town Hall and offices need to be updated and the lead needs 
to be removed. The cost of lead removal and painting is currently $25,000. An addi- 
tional $4,000 a year should be saved in a Capital Reserve fund towards the next paint- 
ing. 


There is a tremendous amount of rot and deterioration in the Town buildings. This in- 
cludes floors, joists, sills, exterior trim, windows and doors. In order to protect and pre- 
serve the buildings before it is too late the deterioration needs to be attended to. The 
cost at this time is $37,500. After completion of this project, money should be set aside 
yearly in order to continue upkeep of the buildings. The total cost of this project would 
then be $40,500. 


There is an RSA that mandates fencing around cemeteries. The fencing around the 
Town cemetery was removed and not replaced. This needs to be attended to soon. The 
cost of the fencing is $30,000. 
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The safety concerns of the Town Hall need to be attended to. The bathrooms on the 
stage and the mildew in the basement are a concern. The basement stairs need re- 
placement, and the exterior emergency exit needs to be replaced. At this time the esti- 
mated cost is $5,000. 

The Town of South Hampton would like to make urgent and much needed repairs to the 
ball field on Hilldale Ave. The amount of $2,000 has already been assigned and set 
aside for future repairs. The total amount of repairs is $25,000. 


Police Department 
presented by Acting Chief R. Roy 


The South Hampton Police Department needs to update a considerable amount of 
equipment including: Computers/digital equipment ($3,625), rifles,sights,trunk vault 
($4,300), portable breath testers (($1,000), radios ($1,250), two cameras ($5,000) and 
the purchase of pole mounted portable speed signs ($3,625). The total cost of this pro- 
ject is $25,000. 
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For years the Police Department has shared the fire department building. This ar- 
rangement has worked out well, but space is limited and the department needs change. 
An addition to the current structure is proposed. This would include a two car garage 
for police vehicles, storage area for equipment, locker room for officers, proper storage 
area for evidence and expand the E.O.C. The cost of this project is $75,000. 


Library 
presented by Carole McCarthy, Director 


The Town of South Hampton Library has 5 computers and 3 printers that are in need of 
replacement and updating. Two or more new computer work stations should be added 
to help increase use of Library services. The Library Technology CRF has an amount of 
$4,000 to offset the cost of this upgrade to the Town. The cost to the Town would be 
$8,000. 


The Library carpet needs to be replaced. The carpet has been in place since 1985. 
Cleaning it every year does not remove all the marks and stains. The carpet is worn and 
could possibly be a threat to safety in some areas. Whether carpet or tile, the floor needs 
to be addressed. The cost of this project is $5,000. 


The walls in the Library have not been repainted since 1985. They are in dire need of 
repainting. There are cracks and stains on the wall resulting from a leaking roof. These 
areas need to be repaired and painted. The cost of this project is $5,000. 


The Barnard School 


At this time the Barnard School has chosen to wait until they receive bids for specific 
projects and will approach the Town of South Hampton at that time. No project funding 
requests were presented at this time. 
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Highway Department 
presented by Joey Brunet 


The roads in South Hampton need continuous care. Repaving all 7 miles of town- 
maintained roads will cost $498,960, but we expect to spread this cost out over 7 years. 
If the salt shed can be replaced it will improve efficiency, access and storage. The cost 

of this project is $60,000. The bridge on Hilldale Ave has been red flagged by the state 
of NH for years now. It is in serious need of repair. Repairing the abutments will cost 

$190,000. A government grant has been applied for. This is our second year of the five 
year application process. In order to receive monies, matching funds must be raised. 
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Fire Department 
presented by Fred Kozacka, Chief 


The South Hampton Fire Department needs a new heating system. The current system 
is over 20 years old and needs to be attended to immediately. The cost of this project is 
$29,812. 


There is also a great need for an efficient diesel exhaust removal system to be installed 
in the station. The diesel exhaust fumes cause a hazardous condition and a serious 
health risk to all the Fire and Police personnel in the station. This situation is a poten- 
tial liability to both the Town and the Fire Department. The cost of this project is 
$24,000. 


The Fire Station needs to be repaired. The back of the building is aging and needs to be 
replaced/repaired. The siding is buckling in many places, allowing rain to permeate the 
building leading to decay on the interior of the back wall. The cost of this project is 


$7,500. 
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The Fire Department needs to purchase life safety devices which will allow the South 
Hampton Rescue Service to perform at a higher level of patient care, potentially saving 
lives. The specific items requested include a Life Pack Monitor which continuously 
monitors patient vital signs and has the capability of transmitting information to area 
hospitals, traction splints, chest compression system, an auto pulse non-invasive cardi- 
ac support pump, and emergency defibrillation devices. The cost of this project is 
$24,850. 


The Fire Department is also requesting a replacement ambulance. The current ambu- 
lance is old and outdated. In order to continue to provide quality care for all of the 
South Hampton residents the current ambulance should be replaced. The ambulance 
needs to be updated to meet NFPA standards in order to continue to receive mutual aid 
from surrounding towns. The cost of this project is $50,000.

more than One Hundred Eighteen Thousand Dollars ($118,000) of bonds or notes in compliance with the 
Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate said bonds 
or notes and to determine the rate of interest and time period thereon, and to take other such action as may 
be necessary to affect the issuance, negotiation, sale and delivery of such bonds or notes as shall be in the 
best interest of the Town; Proceeds from the sale of the old truck shall be used to offset the tax impact of 
this article.

No. 
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ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the Budget Committees recommended 
sum of Seven Hundred Fifty One Thousand Three Hundred Forty One Dollars ($751,341) for the general 
operation of the Town. (The selectman’s recommendation is Seven Hundred Fifty One Thousand Three 
Hundred Forty One Dollars ($751,341) for general Town operations. (Majority Vote required)

The selectman’s operating budget is an increase of approximately 4% from last year.

BOARD OF SELECTMAN’S REPORT 


This year has been a year of planning. We have met goals and established future 
ones, both short and long term by adopting the Capital Improvement Plan (CIP) of 
2014. . 

The CIP is a six year plan to address the identified needs for each department, 
Fire, Police, Library, School, and Town. The Roads are a seven year plan because 
it is so expensive to repair and pave a mile of road and we have seven miles of 
town roads. The needs have been prioritized and estimates were obtained in order 
to plan on how and when to save for and execute the projects. After some input by 
the Budget Committee and the Board of Selectman at a hearing held by the 
Planning Board on February 18, 2015 the CIP was adopted by the Planning Board. 
The completed CIP report is included within this Town Report. Please take a look 
at what needs to be done in the next several years. 

As of June, Police Chief Eddie Edwards resigned to pursue a political career. 
Again Robert Donovan stepped in to head the Police Department and established 
directives. We are grateful for his leadership and counsel during the seven month 
transition. 

The Police Department now employs two full time officers. Sgt. Eric Vitchell 
works mostly week days and Officer Jared Arsenault works the night shift. Both 
are full time certified by the NH Police Standards and Training Board. Sgt.Vitchell 
attended the academy a few years ago and Officer Arsenault attended this past 
summer. Officer Kyle Kozac also graduated from the Part Time Academy this fall. 
Other part time officers employed by South Hampton are Donald Frost, Ed Cody, 
Jess Nesbit, and John Ventura, who is also a lawyer and acts as the Town’s 
Prosecutor. We trust the experience and professionalism they each bring to their 
job. 

Lt. Robert Roy has been appointed as the Executive Officer in charge of the Police 
Department. He has been with us for several years and is a full time police officer 
in Salisbury. His knowledge and experience is a great asset to us. We are confident 
that he will promote the department by conducting monthly training sessions, and 
establishing and updating standards, and Policies and Procedures. We believe that 
the department will have continuity and fewer turnovers in personnel. 
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The Fire Department continues to improve in all areas. Training continues to be 
paramount to the process. The new truck approved at last year’s Town Meeting is 
a great addition to the success and rebuilding of the department. The fire fighters 
are very dedicated and spend many hours training and improving the facility and 
equipment. The leadership, Chief Fred Kozacka, Deputy Chief Bob Moore, 
Lieutenants Ed Campbell and Dan Stolworthy, has built a reputable and respected 
department that is included in a mutual aid agreement with all other area 
departments. 

We ask you to please participate in our little town. You would be surprised at how 
rewarding it can be to be part of the decisions that will shape the future of South 
Hampton. Our Town Meeting is the simplest and purest form of democracy. The 
Town needs everyone’s input to be truly representative of its people. Your ideas 
are important. Please come to a meeting, join a committee, and be heard. 

The annual Town Meeting is on March 14, 2015 at 10:00 am in the Town 
Hall. Coffee and light refreshments will be served. Without any formal 
instruction people will greet you, introduce themselves and welcome you. Bring 
some fresh ideas and be confident in any questions you may have.

The 2015 Deliberative Session convened at 7:35 p.m. on Tuesday, February 3, 2015. This meeting was 
rescheduled from February 2, 2015 due to inclement weather. Moderator Sharon Somers introduced 
members of the school district: School Board members Kim Molin, Nancy Considine and Rebecca 
Burdick; Martha Anderson, Acting School District Clerk; SAU 21 Assistant Superintendent Barbara 
Hopkins, Finance Manager Nancy Tuttle, School District Attorney Al Casassa, Barnard School Principal 
Kenneth Darsney and Special Education Director Aline Donabedian. Also attending were Budget 
Committee members Dennis Blair, Will Hodge, Dan Mahoney and Selectmen’s Rep. Ron Preston. 


Mrs. Somers briefly outlined the procedures under which she would run the meeting; she then called upon 
Lee Knapp. Mr. Knapp spoke in memory of Walter Shivik, a long time resident who had served the town 
on several boards and offices, especially serving for many years as School District and Town Moderator. 
Mrs. Somers then moved on to the warrant articles. 


1. Shall the School District raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not including appropriations by 
special warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, the amounts set forth on the budget 
posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the purposes set forth therein, 
totaling $2,105,191? Should this article be defeated, the default budget shall be $2,096,463, which is the 
same as last year, with certain adjustments required by previous action of the School District or by law; or 
the governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up 
the issue of a revised operating budget only. (Majority vote required.) 

Note: Warrant Article #1 (operating budget) does not include appropriations in any other warrant 
articles. 


Kim Molin reviewed the items comprising the operating budget, pausing to answer questions from the 
audience and to allow for any discussion. There were no changes or amendments. Nancy Considine 
moved to place Article | as read on the ballot, seconded by Rebecca Burdick. With no further discussion, 
the motion was approved by a majority show of hands. 


2. To see if the School District will vote to approve the cost items included in the collective bargaining 
agreement reached between the South Hampton School Board and the Seacoast Educational Support 
Personnel Association which calls for the following increases in salaries and benefits at the current 


staffing levels:

and further to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,389 for the 2015-16 school year, such sum representing 
the additional costs attributable to the increase in salaries and benefits required by the new agreement 
over those that would be paid at current staffing levels in accordance with the most recent collective 
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South Hampton School District 


bargaining agreement. The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. 
(Majority vote required.) 


Rebecca Burdick gave an overview of the terms of the proposed contract. There was no discussion. Kim 
Molin made a motion to place Article 2 as read on the ballot, seconded by Nancy Considine. Motion was 
approved by a majority show of hands. 


3. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate $7,000 to be added to the existing 
Computer Technology Capital Reserve Fund, for the purpose of purchasing computer technology 
equipment? The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote 
required.) 


Nancy Considine reminded the audience that this appropriation was part of an on-going 3 year plan to 
purchase replacement computers for the Computer Lab. Rebecca Burdick moved to place Article 3 on the 
ballot as read, seconded by Kim Molin. The motion was approved by a majority show of hands. Rebecca 
also made a motion to restrict reconsideration of Articles 1, 2 and 3, seconded by Kim. This motion was 
also approved by a majority show of hands. 


4. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate $20,000 to be added to the existing 
Generator Expendable Trust Fund, for the purpose of purchasing and installing a generator for the 
Barnard School with such amount to be funded from the June 30, 2015 unreserved fund balance available 
for transfer on July 1, 2015? The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 

(This sum is to come from unreserved fund balance and no amount to be raised from taxation.) 


Nancy Considine made a motion to amend this amount to $0, seconded by Kim Molin. Nancy explained 
that the Board felt this was not the year to put more monies into the Generator Fund. The aim is to have 
$30,000 available to eventually apply for a matching grant. Assistant Superintendent Barbara Hopkins 
explained the application process and the need to have matching funds. Estimates for a new generator are 
roughly $65,000. A short discussion followed. Moderator Sharon Somers called for a show of hands in 
favor of the amended article; voted in the affirmative. Kim Molin made a motion to place Article 4, as 
amended, on the ballot, seconded by Rebecca Burdick. Motion was so moved by a majority show of 
hands. 


5. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate up to $15,000 to be added to the existing 
Special Education Expendable Trust Fund for educating educationally disabled children, with such 
amount to be funded from the June 30, 2015 unreserved fund balance available for transfer on July 1, 
2015? The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote 
required) 

(This sum is to come from unreserved fund balance and no amount to be raised from taxation.) 


Rebecca Burdick spoke to this article, noting that this would be funded only if there were unexpended 
monies in the budget at year end. There is currently $130,278 in the fund; the SAU recommends 
$300,000. Nancy Considine moved to place Article 5 on the ballot as read, seconded by Kim Molin. 
Motion was approved by a majority show of hands. Nancy Considine made a motion to restrict 
reconsideration of Articles 4 and 5, seconded by Rebecca Burdick. This motion was also approved by a 
majority show of hands. 
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6. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate up to $5,000 to be added to the existing 
School Building Maintenance Expendable Trust Fund for the purpose of repairing and maintaining 
Barnard School, with such amount to be funded from the June 30, 2015 unreserved fund balance available 
for transfer on July 1, 2015? The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 

(This sum is to come from unreserved fund balance and no amount to be raised from taxation.) 


Kim Molin reviewed this article and noted the current balance is $52,871.70; target amount is $150,000. 
Rebecca Burdick moved to place Article 6 as read on the ballot, seconded by Nancy Considine, and 
approved by a majority show of hands 


With no other business to address, Sharon Somers entertained a motion to adjourn. So moved by Dan 
Mahoney, seconded by Kim Molin. Meeting adjourned at 8:35 p.m. 


Note: Final determination of all warrant articles as approved at this session will be by ballot at the Town 
election on March 10, 2015.

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REPORT OF THE DELIBERATIVE SESSION 
FEBRUARY 3, 2014 
TOWN OF SOUTH HAMPTON, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


The 2014 Deliberative Session was held in the town of South Hampton in the County of Rockingham, in 
the said state, on the 3rd day of February, 2014. Moderator Sharon Somers called the meeting to order at 
7:39 PM. 


Moderator Sharon Somers introduced members of the school district: School Board members Kim Molin 
(chair), Nancy Considine and Rebecca Burdick; Sandra Macaulay-Merry, School District Clerk; SAU 21 
Assistant Superintendent, Barbara Hopkins, Attorney Al Cassasa, and Barnard School Principal, Ken 
Darsney as well as Finance Manager, Nancy Tuttle. Also attending were Budget Committee members 
Dennis Blair, Will Hodge. 


Sharon Somers briefly outlined the procedures under which she would run the meeting; she then 
addressed the warrant articles, reading each article and allowing discussion between each one. 


1. Shall the School District raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not including 
appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, the amounts 
set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the 
purposes set forth therein, totaling $2,012,226? Should this article be defeated, the default budget 
shall be $2,015,652, which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required by previous 
action of the School District or by law; or the governing body may hold one special meeting, in 
accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget only. 
(Majority vote required.) 

Note: Warrant Article #1 (operating budget) does not include appropriations in any other warrant 
articles 


The Article was read by Sharon Somers. Nancy Considine made a motion, seconded by Becky Burdick 
to place article on floor. 


Kim Molin reviewed the items comprising the operating budget and noted that the amount in the warrant 
article was the total recommended by the Budget Committee. A short discussion followed with questions 
from the audience. 


With no further discussion, Sharon Somers moved to close article motioned by Dan Mahoney, seconded 
by Lee Knapp. By a show of hands, this Article was moved to the ballot as stated. A move to restrict 
reconsideration was made by Walter Shivick and seconded by Dan Mahoney. There was a majority show 
of hands agreeing to restrict reconsideration. 


2. To see if the School District will vote to approve the cost items included in the collective 
bargaining agreement reached between the South Hampton School Board and the Seacoast 
Education Association which calls for the following increases in salaries and benefits at the 
current staffing levels: 


Increase Insurance Savings Benefits Increase Estimated Cost 
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and further to raise and appropriate the sum of $24,585 for the 2014-15 school year, such sum 
representing the additional costs attributable to the increase in salaries and benefits required by 
the new agreement over those that would be paid at current staffing levels in accordance with the 
most recent collective bargaining agreement. The School Board and the Budget Committee 
recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 


The warrant was read by Sharon Somers. Kim Molin made a motion seconded by Nancy Considine to 
place article on floor for discussion. 


The warrant was presented by Becky Burdick. She explained the last contract was voted on in 2012. 
This tentative agreement needs to be passed in all the districts for the contract to be approved. This is a 
proposed 1.9% increase plus a step for those teachers who have not reached the highest level. Sharon 
Somers asked if anyone has questions about article. Without questions, a motion was made by Dan 
Mahoney, seconded by Barbara Knapp to place Article 2 on the ballot as read. Motion was approved by a 
majority show of hands. Will Hodge made a motion to restrict reconsideration, seconded by Kim Molin 
and approved by a majority show of hands. 


3. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate $7,000 to be added to the existing 
expendable trust fund known as the Computer Technology Fund, for the purpose of purchasing 
computer technology equipment? The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 


A motion was made to move the Article onto floor for debate by Nancy Considine, seconded by Kim 
Molin. 


Becky Burdick explained that the computers that were purchased in 2010 are holding up nicely. The 
students are using more wireless laptops in their classrooms. However the wireless network within the 
building has poor connections. It is in the best interest of the teachers and the students to fix the network. 
Lee Knapp asked how much money is in the fund now. Nancy Tuttle responded with a total of $15,202. 
Discussion ensued. Kim Molin Explained the demands on the system are higher. Standardized testing 
requires a higher band width. Barbara Hopkins explained that this system would replace the current one 
so that the computers don’t get knocked on and off. With no further questions, Dan Mahoney made a 
move to close the Article. This was seconded by Walter Shivik. With a show of hands the Article was 
moved to the ballot as written. A motion was made by Becky Burdick to restrict reconsideration of 
Article 3, seconded by Nancy Considine. 


4. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate up to $15,000 to be added to the 
existing Special Education Expendable Trust Fund for educating educationally disabled children, 
with such amount to be funded from the June 30, 2014 unreserved fund balance available for 
transfer on July 1, 2014? The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 


The warrant was read by Sharon Somers. Becky Burdick made a motion to place the Article on the floor 
for discussion, seconded by Kim Molin. 


Nancy Considine presented the Article. This is funded from surplus of current budget to fund unexpected 
cost of special needs students. Discussion ensued regarding the terminology of the Article. After 
discussion, Dan Mahoney made a motion to amend the article and put in parenthesis and italics at the end 
of the Article the wording as follows; This sum to come from the unreserved fund balance and no amount 
to be raised from taxation. This was seconded by Dennis Blair. Without further discussion, Sharon 
Somers reread the amendment and by a show of hands it was approved. Sharon Somers called for a 
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motion to conclude debate on article as amended. Motioned by Dan Mahoney, seconded by Kim Molin. 


Motion was approved by a majority show of hands. 


Considine. Seconded by Becky Burdick. Motion was approved by a majority show of hands. 


A motion to restrict reconsideration by Nancy 


5. To see if the School District will vote to create an expendable trust fund under the provisions of 
RSA 198:20-c, to be known as the Generator Fund, for the purpose of purchasing and installing a 
generator for the Barnard School? Furthermore, to raise and appropriate up to $20,000 to be 
placed in the generator fund with such amount to be funded from the June 30, 2014 unreserved 
fund balance available for transfer on July 1, 2014 and to name the School Board as agents to 
expend from the generator fund. The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 


Kim Molin motioned to move the Article to the floor for discussion. This was seconded by Becky 
Burdick. Nancy Considine presented the Article. The budget committee has recommended school have a 
generator installed to protect the schools plumbing and heating in the event of a power outage. Dennis 
Blair discussed the proposed increase in town taxes this year and recommended amending the Article and 
reducing the amount to $10,000. This was seconded by Dennis Blair and approved by a majority show of 
hands. Discussion ensued. With no further questions, Kim Molin motioned to conclude debate, seconded 


by Will Hodge. By a show of hands this amended Article was moved to the ballot. 


Sharon Somers addressed the public stating all articles are concluded. She opens the floor up for further 


business. 


With no further business, Sharon Somers asked for a motion to adjourn at 9:24 pm. A motion was made 
by Dan Mahoney, seconded by Becky Burdick. Motion was approved by a show of hands.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 
2014 


As I reflect on 2014, it is humbling to think about the wonderfully supportive community that we have 
here in South Hampton. It has been the pleasure of the School Board to continue our positive 
collaboration with community members, town officials, SAU 21 administration and Barnard School staff, 
with the focus being on the growth and well-being of the students of South Hampton. 


We would like to thank the community for their continued support of the school’s budget. In March 
2014, the operating budget of $2,012,226.00 was approved by the voters. Funds were also approved to be 
added to the Computer Technology Fund, the Special Education Expendable Trust Fund and the newly 
formed Generator Fund. Finally, we are pleased that the Seacoast Education Association (teacher’s) 
contract passed in all five school districts of SAU 21, giving contracts to this well-deserving group. As a 
School Board, we strive to maintain the level of excellence for which our school is known. We are 
always mindful however, of the effect the school’s budget has on the community and we make a 
concerted effort to operate with fiscal restraint while considering the needs of the students and staff of 
Barnard School as well as the South Hampton community. With that fiscal responsibility in mind, we 
returned approximately $93,000.00 of unexpended funds from the 2013-2014 budget to the town. While 
the School Board has the authority to utilize the entirety of the school’s budget, we believe in returning 
monies to the town whenever possible. 


This past year a significant change in the instructional groupings took place at Barnard School. After 
careful thought and consideration, the School Board approved the proposed plan to reconfigure the 
instructional groupings for the 2014-2015 school year. The new configuration consists of grades K-1, 2- 
3, 4-5 and 6-8 in the middle school, with kindergarten remaining as a half-day program. This replaced the 
previous grouping of K-l(am), 1(pm)-2, 3-4 and 5-8 in the middle school. This decision was reached 
after receiving significant input from the staff, administration and community. We feel this new 
configuration has allowed our students to thrive both academically and socially. We would like to 
recognize all of the hard work our staff has demonstrated in order for this shift to be such a success. 


The Long Range Facilities Committee has continued its work throughout 2014. The purpose of the 
committee is to examine how to best maintain and utilize the school facility, so we can continue to 
educate our students in a safe, effective and up-to-date learning environment. Last year, we determined 
that the current focus of the committee would be to explore the feasibility of converting the existing 
science classroom into a room that could continue to operate as a classroom, but also a grade K-8 science 
lab. This would not only help us meet the requirements of the Next Generation Science Standards, but 
would also allow our students to explore science in a way that has not been practical in the current 
classroom. We are hoping to be able to move forward with this project in the coming year and are 
currently exploring private sources of funding. 


The School Board meets the first Wednesday of the month at 5:30 pm at Barnard School. We welcome 
all those who wish to attend.

To everyone who works tirelessly and enthusiastically every 
day for our students your effort is deeply appreciated and truly helps to make a difference in our students’ 
lives. 


Another component of the support system for our students is the service provided to our five school 
districts (Hampton Falls, North Hampton, Seabrook, South Hampton and Winnacunnet) by the staff of the 
SAU #21 central office. The major areas of focus by the SAU include: Educational Leadership, 
Curriculum Instruction and Assessment, Human Resources, Financial (including payroll, accounts 
payable, accounts receivable and budgetary) and Technology Support. The staff of the SAU assist in the 
management and oversight of 542 staff (presently under contract), approximately 450 temporary staff 
(e.g. substitutes, coaches, interns) and the five school district budgets and the SAU budget totaling 
$52,706,575 in 2014-2015. Several examples of projects that were significantly guided by the SAU 
included the development of a new Professional Learning and Teacher Appraisal Plans, Vertical Teams 
across the SAU working together to advance students and improve learning, the North Hampton building 
renovation projects, the South Hampton proposed Science Room project, the Hampton Falls building 
proposal and the sale of the house and barn on the Merrill property, the implementation of the 
Winnacunnet 5-year Facility Plan and the Seabrook roof project. Their commitment and dedication are 
also essential to provide the educational needs of our students. 


PERSONNEL UPDATE 


There were several changes in the SAU #21 administrative team over the past year. Mrs. Kathleen Ward, 
Director of Special Education in Hampton Falls announced her retirement after 10 years of service. In 
May 2014, Mrs. Ada McDowell was appointed as the new Hampton Falls Director of Special Services. 
We send best wishes to Mrs. Ward and congratulate and welcome Mrs. McDowell to the SAU #21. 
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In North Hampton, long time Principal Mr. Peter Sweet announced his retirement effective June 30, 2015 
after serving the students and community of North Hampton for 17 years. On December 18, 2014, Mr. 
Richard Boardman was hired as the new North Hampton School Principal. A sincere thank you to Mr. 
Sweet for his years of service. 


In July 2014 Seabrook Elementary School Principal, Mrs. Teresa Morin-Bailey made the decision to seek 
other employment opportunities. Thank you to Mrs. Morin-Bailey for her service to our students 
especially her leadership that lead to the implementation of a Full Day Kindergarten program at the 
Seabrook Elementary School. Seabrook Middle School Assistant Principal Mr. Bryan Belanger was 
asked to serve as Interim Principal of the elementary school for the opening of the 2014-2015 school year. 
A search for a new principal began in August 2014. In January 2015, Mrs. Stephanie Lafreniere was 
appointed to the position of Seabrook Elementary School Principal. Mr. Belanger’s willingness to guide 
our elementary school through the search process is appreciated and commendable. 


Our SAU #21 office bid congratulations and best wishes to Mrs. Gina McLaughlin as she retired after 
serving as Payroll Bookkeeper for 23 years. Mrs. Charlene Sears was hired as our new Payroll 
Bookkeeper in November and Mrs. Phyllis Kennedy was hired to fill the position of Administrative 
Assistant to the Assistant Superintendent. 


For nearly five school years Assistant Superintendent of Schools, Mrs. Barbara Hopkins and Business 
Administrator, Mr. William Hickey have committed an enormous amount of time, energy and dedication 
to the needs of our students and our school boards. Their combined efforts are sometimes not noticed but 
their work to continually improve our school operations and effectiveness is unceasing. Their work for 
our students and staff is deeply appreciated. 


Preparing budgets that adequately address the needs of our students and are also reflective of the financial 
means of each of our districts requires collaboration and open communication by all stakeholders. The 
journey to provide our students with an education that prepares them for the mid-21" century is a year- 
long process. My thanks to board members, budget committee members, SAU staff members and the 
citizens of our SAU #21 districts for their perseverance and for maintaining a focus that is student 
centered. 


Finally to the countless volunteers throughout our 5 districts thank you for investing your time, energy 
and resources to help ensure that our public education system provides opportunities for all children to 
maximize their potential.

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BARNARD SCHOOL PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 
2014 


Dear South Hampton Community Members, 


On behalf of the entire Barnard School Staff, Students, and their Families we extend thanks to the South 
Hampton Community for your continued generous support of the academic, cultural, social, emotional, 
and physical development of your most precious resource, the children who will shape our future. The 
following are some highlights of 2014 and some predictions of future activities and initiatives to enhance 
our learning environment. 


In the year of 2014 the school went through a process resulting in the Reconfiguration of classes at 
virtually all grade levels. In a yearlong collaboration between staff, administration, and the South 
Hampton School Board, culminating with a well-attended Parent Forum, we analyzed and researched 
different ways to combine classes, which has long been part of our school plan due to the size of our 
student body. From K-1 (am), 2 (am), 1-2 (pm), 3-4, with 5-8 as Middle School we became K-1, 2-3, 4- 
5, with 6-8 as Middle School. This change has resulted in many benefits such as co-taught classes, 
allowing first graders to remain all day in the same classroom, and fifth graders in a self-contained 
classroom with Middle School support. 


The year was again one of major staffing changes here. Mrs. Nicole Ryan, after two years as our 
Kindergarten and half-time Special Education teacher and case manager decided in the spring to pursue 
other interests. Mrs. Erin Preston joined us taking over the Special Education duties and Ms. Sara 
Casassa was moved from half to full-time teaching reading and writing to Grades 6-8 and serving in a 
newly created position as Technology Integration Specialist. 


In addition to Mrs. Ryan, Mr. Frank Brunette, who would be responsible for teaching grades 4 and 5 
under the reconfiguration plan, and one of our longest tenured teachers, was granted an additional one- 
year sabbatical to pursue his dream to work with Trashcan Lid Productions on an anti-bullying artist-in- 
residence program. Ms. Lydia Macdonald is our candidate to fill that position. 


Ms. Aline Donabedian, in her expanding role as Director of Special Services, has expanded our referral 
process and developed an outreach program to prescreen South Hampton children aged 3 and up. This 
allows families to access needed Preschool Special Education services and better prepare them for 
kindergarten allowing for students to receive modifications, accommodations, and therapies to imbed 
skills and strategies early and hopefully reduce needs in future years. She also continues to serve our 
students attending high school, post-graduate and out-of-district and those needing 504 plans. 
Additionally, Ms. Donabedian is coordinating a committee to investigate Full Day Kindergarten at our 
school. 


Academics, of course, are our number one responsibility here at Barnard School and we take it very 
seriously. We are continuing with the implementation of the Common Core State Standards in Math, 
Reading and Writing, and the K-8 adoption of Next Generation Science Standards. Several teachers 
have spent the last year looking at various math curricula by examining sample resources, contacting 
publishers and schools, conducting visitations and sampling classroom materials. After a thorough 
process the Team decided to adopt the Scott-Foresman “enVisionMATH” Program in our K-6 
classrooms. They are confident that this hands-on technology-based program will prepare our students 
for the rigors of math instruction in the upper grades, high school, and beyond. I am pleased to announce 
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that the initial set of materials were acquired and are in use due to funding from the REAP (Rural 
Education Achievement Program) Federal Grant. 


We continue to use NWEA (Northwest Educational Association) nationally normed and standardized 
testing to drive instruction in Mathematics, Reading, Writing, and Science and have expanded to testing 
of all students grades K-8 in fall and spring to access the MAP (Measures of Academic Progress) 
feature. In addition we use AJMSweb as an assessment for Reading to drive instruction. In the fall of 
2013 our students in grades 3-8 again participated in NECAP (New England Common Assessment 
Program) testing in Mathematics and Reading, with grades 5 and 8 also participating in Writing. Grades 
4 and 8 also took the NECAP Science test in the spring of 2013. I am pleased to announce that our 
students’ performance in Reading, Math, Writing, and Science continues to be significantly above the 
state average. We painstakingly analyze statewide NECAP individual and class results to make certain 
that our students are equipped with the tools and skills for current and future learning. Our teaching staff 
participates in district-sponsored and outside workshops and seminars to avail themselves with cutting- 
edge teaching skills and to be fully aware of best practice in all aspects of their instruction. 


Field trips are an essential enrichment experience here at Barnard and in 2014 our students in Grades K-8 
traveled to a Fisher Cats Game where students learned the math of scoring and the physics of baseball. 
On other trips students in Grades K-4 visited Strawbery Banke and Grades 5-8 visited the Freedom Trail. 


Under the direction of Melinda Avellino, School Counselor, Barnard held a Career Day in March that 
featured 5 different community members sharing their various careers with groups of students. The 
children had the opportunity to learn about vocations ranging from Real Estate to Chiropractor to 
Chemical Biologist. This was a wonderful way to spark student interest in possible career choices and 
involve community members in the school, and help to guide choices in high school and higher 
education. There are plans to continue and expand the event in the future. 


The Barnard PTA continues to be a major positive influence and a generous supporter of school activities. 
In the spring the entire school participated in Mr. Brunette’s “Sticks and Stones” Trashcan Lids 
Production program. They sponsor events like their Blaze the Trail 5K and Fall Festival to build 
community and fundraise to support programming. They are always there with refreshments and support 
for every school-sponsored event. 


As far as the future is concerned we have much to look forward to as we look at ways to enhance our 
students’ learning. This is the second year of our comprehensive library plan and we will continue to 
work with the South Hampton Library to provide the best services for students while looking at our 
own facility and catalogued collections. This year our collections continue to be merged, with online 
access, for our students and library patrons. Our “Living Lab” garden continues to thrive with irrigation 
projects and produce for Our Neighbor’s Table. Technology has been an increased focus to prepare our 
21° Century Classrooms and we intend to meet the increased responsibility to prepare our students for 
the demands of high school, higher education, and the work force.
